One has 
only to look at the report ‘of the marks 
of the College Board examinations to 
see how meagre the results are of the 
great public high schools of. the country.

Jam a citizen, therefore I read with 
much interest the letter in today’s TIMES , 
from A Resident of Two Years in 
Scandinavia.“ My business 1s sales 
agent for several of the largest’ manu- 
facturers of piece goods ‘in the United 
States. Only recently I returned from 
Denmark, therefore I know from actual 
experience what is going on over there. 
The real facts are as follows: In 1914 
Germany did receive goods from and 
}exported: merchandise to almost all neu- 
tral countries. However, from the 
middie of 1915 that was no longer pos- 
sible as far as Denmark was concerned, 
‘as the Danish Embargo law was passed?

ITALY AT WAR. Herbert Vivian.

HIS volume of impressions has little in 
common. with Mr. Powell's Italy at 
War.“ (Seribners.) Mr. Vivian, known to 
English readers for several books of travel 
and description, is noticeably lacking in the 
Perspective of the war critic; but he is an 
earnest observer of the beauty and life of the 
new Italy, and there is refreshing warmth and 
color in his informal gossip.

Something less than forty buildings 
all told were ready or sufficiently ready 
to be used for army purposes on the 


opening day. When complete., the canton- 
ment will have a thousand of these 
structures. 


No beginning had been made on the 
housing of brigade and regimental head- 
quarters, and nene of the quarters had 


been erected for company officers. Cap 
tains and Lieutenants, who should have 
their own quarters, were obliged to move 
into the barracks’ with their men and 
sleep in company storervoms. A day of 
two before opening, twelve Colonels and 
two Brigadier Generals were housed to- 
xether in makeshift quarters in one com- 
pany ba s. They were later squeezed 


into other temporary living places, shar- . 


ing the rooms that had been completed 

for the members of the Division Staff. 
Manx of the latrines, for which thery 

wax immediate need by the first arrivals, 


‘ were not completed. The permanent wa- 


ter supply of the cantonment had not 
been turned on, because of delays in that 
part of the work. However, there wax

Sewer mains were 
all in place for the part of the camp 
first to ba used, but the sewage perma- 
aent disposal plant was not ready.

of timber for this structure had been put 
in place. All of the medical officers of 
the camp were philosophical, however, 
and seemed to think that they could keep 


‘the camp healthy in spite of difficulties, 


thanks partly to the approach of cool . 

When Major Meyers, the construction 
‘Quartermaster, was asked if he was hav- 
ing his troubles, he replied that there 
was no trouble. He seemed cheerful as 
to the outlook and rather satisfied than 
not with what had been accomplished, in 
spite of the handicaps which he enu- 
merated. 

“We are not supposed to have this 
enntonment complete before the middk- 
of October,” said Major Meyers. We 
were all ready for the first 1 per cent. 
on Sept. 5, and the date was not post- 
poned to the 10th because of construc- 
tion work, but to accommodate the raii- 
road. Our water supply is ready, and 
we are repairing leaks today in the 
piping. In the meantime, there is plenty 
of water for all the men who have come 
in, and the sewer system is up to present 
requirements. We have not built the 
hespital yet, because we were authorized’ 
to go ahead with that only two weeks 


- ago by the Quartermaster General's de- 


partment). 

“ We have had peculiar difficulties here 
bocuuse of the site and the character of 
the availalile labor supply and delays in 
getting lumber. Furthermore, those 
other camps which are reported as fin- 
ished were contracted for ahead of this 
one. In the middle of August we had 


such a mosquito pest here that it was im- 


possible to hold workmen. We had three 


different crowds of workmen of 2,000 


‘each in as many weeks, and it was only 
in the third. week of August, When we 
were able to increase our labor force to 
10,000 men, that we could get our best 
thix ground had to be 
cleared, and we had to- make our own 
reads before we could begin construction.

ITHERTO the quickest way of 
becoming an old inhabitant in the 
experience of change of surround.

But it was all one te the 
men from Maine. They made no response 
and gave no sign that they heard, but 
marched straight along until an officer 
met them within the lines and directed 
them to the Maine receiving booth. If 
there had been any odium attached to 
the word draft xince the beginning 
of this war, it disa 
there from the minds of all the army 
men and - civilians who saw the first 
comers. 

They were a serious lot, curious but 
diffident and awkward, looking and act-

them carried small American flags. An- 
other had the red, white, and blue on the 
lapel of hin coat.
